robbing at least three homes and 
getting a knowft total of about $19 
in money, besides other articles, 
some of which were 
dropped 
in 
flight. 
At the home of A. G. Deweese, 
400 West Sixth street, the thief en­ 
tered through a screen door he un­ 
latched and passed through a bed­ 
room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. De­ 
weese. 
He went into the dining 
room and found a purse containing 
$9 in money, which he appropriat 
ed, dropping the purse on the floor. 
Noise made by the intruder in opin­ 
ing a dresser drawer in the dining 
room awakened Mr. Leweese, who 
sprang out of bed just as the rob­ 
ber switched off the light and dart-! 
ed through the room and out onto 
the street, going 
full . tilt 
down 
West 
Sixth 
street, with Mr. De 
weese 
in 
pursuit, 
c a llu s 
some 
neighbors’ dogs to join in me chase 
The dogs took an active part and 
the robber made good time, disap 
pearing rapidly. Mrs. M. T. Collins 
at Sixth street and Vermont ave­ 
nue, 
who 
was 
awakened by the 
noise, looked through a window and 
saw a second man join the fleeing 
robber. 
Mr. Deweese gave up the 
chase and called the police. 
This

leather shoes, with a hole cut in 
the side of each shoe, where the 
little toe of the foot rubs, were 
found, together

crat reporter that he is confident 
he saw the man who robbed his 
house, about 2:30 o’clock. 
A horse 
was running loose over the yards 
in that vicinity and Mr. Deweese 
called police headquarters and an 
officer came and got 
the 
horse, 
bhortly afterward, 
Mr. 
Deweese 
saw a man in a gray 
suit 
come 
north on Moniteau and cross Sixth 
street and loiter around. 
Mr, De­ 
weese watched the man «¿while, and 
he finally went on 
west 
toward 
Seventh street. 
Mr. Deweese went 
to bed and fell asleep and shortly 
before 4 o'clock was awakened by 
the robber in his home, and the ap­ 
pearance and dress 
of 
the 
thief 
leads Mr. Deweese to believe he is 
the same man he saw earlier. 
Shortly before the Deweese rob­ 
bery either the same thief or an­ 
other one entered the home of Em­ 
mett R. Dugan at 304 West Sev­ 
enth street, unhooking the screen 
of an open door. He took a pair of 
trousers, a pair of siiucs and about 
$4.50 in money and a pair of spec­ 
tacles that were in 
the 
trousers. 
He dropped the trousers and shoes 
in the yard at the Deweese home 
when he made his rapid getaway 
from there. 
Shortly before 5 o’clock Thursday 
morning, 
as 
Lon 
Gardner, who 
works at George 
Fisher’s 
restau­ 
rant on Main street, was leaving 
his home at Eleventh 
street 
and 
Ingram avenue, he noticed a man 
following him up Ingram avenue. 
I he man appeared to be barefooted, 
as he made no noise on the side­ 
walk. 
He followed Gardner as far 
as the Katy tracks on Broadway, 
where 
he 
stopped. 
Nearing the 
dov ntown district Gardner encoun­ 
tered Officer Yollie Moore and de­ 
scribed the man he had seen and 
learned that he answered the de­ 
scription of the robber at the De­ 
weese home. 
At the home of J .T. G dhill, 302 
West Seventh street, Mrs. Gledhill 
was awake the greater portion of 
the night with a sick baby, but at 
II o’clock Thursday did not know' 
of the robbery at the Dugan home 
next door, until informed by a Dem­ 
ocrat reporter. Mrs. Gledhill stated 
that the windows in her home next 
to the Dugan residf'j.ice were open 
all night and lights were burning 
nearly all the time, but she never 
heard any noise at the Dugan res­ 
idence.

conflicts must follow, were taken 
to support unofficial interpretation 
of government dispatches as relat­ 
ing to political conditions and Ger­ 
man inttigues to unseat Rroniiei 
Kerensky

provisional government and result­ 
ing in chaos.

French Front (By the As- 
Press), Aug. 23.—The in 
bombs which were drop­ 
ped bv two German aviators on two 
hospitals behind Verdun on Sunday 
evening killed t»*u wounded men, 
one woman nurse and nineteen men 
nurse». 
Forty-nine male 
nurses 
were vounded, and injuries were 
inflicted on persons w ounded in bat­ 
tle. 
Many rushed naked into fields 
to lind shelter 
from 
the 
bombs. 
Meanwhile the German aviators cir­ 
cled about in the air for half an 
hour, liring their machine guns at 
hospital orderlies, who endeavored 
to entingdish 
the 
flames. 
The 
nurses had just finished bandaging 
180 Germans brought from the bat­ 
tlefield and had gone to bed. 
I he Red Cross signs were painted 
prominently on rooms and the Ger­ 
mans knew of the hospital, which 
had been in existence 
for 
more 
than 
a 
year. 
The correspondent 
visited a camp at w*hich German 
prisoners were assembled. 
It con­ 
tained more than 6,0o0 officers and 
men. 
Many were only 18 or 19 
years old. 
They all declared they 
were contented at being out of the 
war. 
On the way

camps containing hundreds of pris­ 
oners were passed.

The Hague, Netherlands, Aug. 23. 
The potato riots at Amsterdam 
an$ Rotterdam

export of new potatoes should be 
pciyiitted immediately they began 
to reac h fhT* market 
.As it was 
backed up by the intimation that 
only thus could be obviated a re­ 
duction of the ration 
of 
German 
coal of 350,()ihi tons a month, on 
which the country and its indus­ 
tries so vitally depend, the minis­ 
ter of agriculture, F. E. Postnuma, 
gave way. 
Phe standing agreement provided 
that 12,000 tons of potatoes must 
be delivered to Great Britain before 
any further export to Germany, and 
as the British authorities insisted 
on the strict fulfillment of this ob­ 
ligation the result was 
that
